Following the telephone call to his frietii Rene SAVATIER, OSTRICH 
ani this officer located "Hhe address of toe# HOSATE, NEX's sister, and 

OSTRICH contacted lidme. HD5AWE Sat\irda 7 night toget in touch with Mme. HEX. 

He left his telephone number with this v/ornan, asking her to give it to J^e. NEX 
if she saw her* 


Sunday, IS ‘December, OSTRICH got a cfell from [.toe* NEX and made an 
appointment for dinner at 54 Elvd. de Clichy, at 7*50 p*m* Easemotte and this 
officer went to the restaurant and Rasemotte, after being tipped off, went in the 
cafe and asked, the two women pointed out by OSTRICH to follow him* They dio this 
and they were taken into custody at 18 Bd. Suchet* 

After interrogation on ?Aonday, 18 December, we learned that KiOREAU, 
one of the agents in OSTRKli^ s’ group, was . in Paris and had been here a ^couple of 
weeks. He is hiding in a friend's house, 12 rue de Idlle * . The . friend is nsonecl 
Charles LAtHlENT.* T?e .sent OSTRICH last night to contact. MOREAU* ; He was not there' 
but OSTRICH left word for him to meet him 'today, 19 December,at the Cafe Royal- 
Villier at LL a*m. Unfortunate^ OSTRICH got there a few .minxes late and did 
not contact MOREAU; OSTRICH went up to M. LAUREI'JT's shop .'in ^tke rue de Lille and . 
saw MfcBM MUEIOT^ • who told him he had jxist received a telephone call from MQPuEAU ■ 
that he had missed OSTRICH as the cafe was closed oh Tuesday, which was true. 
OSTRICH made another appointment for the. same place tomorrow morning, 20 lecember. 

After introducing himself to M; LAURENT, OSTRICH was greeted, vdth the 
remark,” Oh, you're LEO, f ocm the JEAME organization*” (The JEA2JNE organization 
is the name given to RICHARD'S stay bdiind group.) . . , • 
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
